25 to 30 minutes. Top with choco- 
‘late butter icing. 

A New Chocolate Cake. 
' 4 ounces bitter chocolate 
% cup butter 

1% cups granulated sugar 
3 eggs 

2% cups flour

1 cup granulated sugar 

2 eggs 

1% cups cake flour 

2% teaspoons baking powder 

¥% teaspoon salt 

% cup milk 

1 teaspoon lemon extract 

Cream butter and add sugar grad- 
ually. Add well-beaten egg yolks and 
mix thoroughly. -

icomfort air conditioning. 


Set Idea] Conditions. 


“For winter air conditioning, 70 
idegrees (Fahrenheit) indoor tem- 


Fiperature with 35 per cent relative 


humidity (moisture) when outdoor 
temperature is 30 degrees, is set as 
a minimum design standard. 

“For summer air conditioning an 
indoor design schedule of ‘effective 
temperatures’ (which are an index 
of comfort based on a combination 
jof temperature, relative humidity, 
and air motion) is established, rang- 
‘ing from 71 degrees effective tem- 
;perature when it is 80 degrees out- 


‘side to 75.5 degrees effective tem- 
perature when it is 105 degrees out- 
doors. 

“The code specifies the introduc- 
tion of outside air fur ventilating 
purposes at a rate of not less than 
‘J cubic feet per hour per occupant 
or not less than 15 cubic feet in 
premises where smoking is permit- 
ted, with removal of 95 per cent of 
ordinary dust particles to provide 
the aecessary air purity.” 

The rate at which air is allowed 
to flow into the room should be total 


more than 50 linear feet per minute.

The majority of toothache rem. 
edies since time unrecorded have 
been applied to the aching member 
of the dental arch, but relief of pain 
has been sought by the application 
of toothache cures to cheeks, nos- 
trils, ears and even to more distant 
parts of the body.

He proved that everyone is a

Since time immemorial there has 
been, ‘indeed, a legion of medicines, 
a host of magics and a startling 


multiplicity of procedures intend- 


ed to cure the evil of toothache. 


But before we learn more about 
the weird remedies of magic, super- 
stition and ignorance, it is fitting, 
perhaps, to find out just what a 
toothache is and how to cure it. Any 
member of the American Dental as- 
sociation will tell you that tooth- 
ache is not a disease in itself—rath- 
er it is a symptom of disease, the 
most common of all human ail- 
ments, tooth decay. 


Only One Way to Stop Pain. 

Decay results because there is a 
break in the hardest substance in 
the human body, tooth enamel. 
When decay exposes the nerve of 
the tooth, pain results. Medicaments 
will give temporary relief, but mod- 
ern thought‘is that the best way to 
stop a tooth from aching is to re- 
lieve its.nerve from exposure. 

Of course ancient people knew lit- 
tle of the whys and wherefores of 
toothache and even today many peo- 


ple know little of the pathology of 


the teeth, with the result that many 
of the ancient recipes based on 
superstition are still being pre- 
scribed today. The ancients did 
know, however, that toothache is a 
painful thing. 

There 1s a story told of a Turk in 
Bosnia, who upon encountering a 
weeping child, asked, ‘‘Why are you 
crying?”’

The proverb embodies more 
truth than the author realized, for 
modern dental and medical study 
bas shown that aching and dis- 
eased teeth can upset other tenants 
in the buman structure, such as the 


heart, eyes, tonsils, joints, etc. 


Shakespeare immortalized aching

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patient to cook garlic in vinegar 
and to tie a poultice of same on 
the wrist on the side of the aching 
tooth. In Bavaria they peel a piece 
of garlic and place it in the ear. 
The Chinese made pills of garlic, 
horseradish seeds, saltpeter and hu- 
man milk, which they inserted in 
the nose. 


In Brandenburg a dental genius 
*discovered”’ tooth ailments could 
be relieved if the’ sufferer ran 
around a church three times witb- 
out thinking of a fox. The Ruthe- 
nians placed their hopes in a con- 
coction of dog tooth powder. Once 
people were convinced that ora) pain 
would disappear if the teeth were 


picked with the nail from the mid- 


dle toe of an owl. 
Mice and Lion’s Teeth. 


Another Central European physi- 
cian of the Middle ages advised his 
patients to bite the head off a mouse 
and then suspended said head from 
the neck. It was believed, too, that 


a youth would be free from aching 
teeth for the remainder of his life 
if he wore the canine tooth of a 
lion around his neck. 


Just as “surely” as plants and 
animals were infallible cures for 


toothache, so were treatments witb 
human organs and secretions con- 
sidered sure-fire relief, for example: 


“To ease the tooth, you well might, 
Visit the graveyard at midnight. 
Make sure you dodge the morning sun— 
Then bite the bone of a skeleton.” 


In Prussia it was believed that 
the index finger of the right hand 
bad greater healing power than the 
other fingers, so the Prussians, 
among other remedies, urged that 
the index finger of a corpse be 
placed against the aching tooth, 
with the plea: 


“To thee, the deceased, 

I complain of my pain. 

Take my toothache from me 

And keep it in thy grave.”

toothache cures run from agate to 
zinc, with demand for arsenic, tron 
rust, lead, salt and water. Water, 
perhaps, is involved in the most fan- 
tastic of tooth remedies. Al) one 
has to do, according to the advice 
of an anonymous humorist, is to 
fill the mouth with cold water and 
sit on a hot stove until the water 
boils.

Douglas Brings 


New Color to- 


United States Supreme Court 


Twenty years ago a sandy-haired 
young Scotchman pushed a lawn 
mower and stoked a furnace at 
Whitman college, Washington. To- 
day the same sandy-haired Scotch- 
man, a little older but still a ‘‘kid,” 
is the youngest United States Su- 
preme court justice since Joseph 
Story of Massachusetts was elevat- 
ed to the bench at the age of 32, 
in 1811. 

William Douglas, at 40, looks back 
on a meteoric rise from the day he 
‘“‘mothered”’ a box- : 
car-full of sheep Saas 
from Washington to 
Chicago on his way 
east from Yakima. 
en route to enter 
Harvard law school 
With a short-lived 
teaching career be 
hind him, Douglas 
changed his mind 
about Harvard and 
studied law at Co. 
lumbia under Har. 
lan F. Stone, who is 
now his colleague on the court. 

After teaching at Columbia, Doug- 
las met Robert Hutchins who was 
then the ‘“‘boy dean’’ of Harvard’s 
law school. Offered a post of as- 
sistant professorship at Harvard, he 
was soon made Sterling professor of 


Douglas 


law at Yale. In 1936, when he ac- 
cepted a post on the securities and 
exchange commission, Douglas was 
said to be the country’s highest paid 
law professor. 

Mrs.. Douglas, the girl he kissed 
good-by back in Yakima, became 
his wife the next year. They have 
two children, Mildred, nine, and Wil- 
liam, seven. 

Douglas is regarded as the most 
extraordinary character placed on 
the Supreme bench in many years. 
He is a New Dealer and a close 
friend of Assistant Attorney General 
Thurman Arnold, a former Yale fac- 
ulty member whose specialty is op- 
posing monopolistic practices. Al- 
though accused of being a ‘“‘left- 
winger,” the new justice denies 
radicalism and simply insists gov- 
ernment must be “mobile, bold and 
intelligent.” 

In personal appearance and be- 


havior Douglas contradicts the Su- 


preme court’s tradition of conserva- 
tism. Freckled, his hair disheveled 
and necktie crooked, his new posi- 
tion will deny him one of the fa- 
vorite Douglas relaxations—cocking 
his feet on the desk. Extremely 
versatile, he can entertain a stag 
party with off-shade jokes, and the 
next day deliver a scholarly legal 
treatise.

service costing approximately $1,800 
and requiring 14 days. The trip is 
leisurely, with overnight stops at 
Honolulu, Midway, Wake, Guam, 
Manila, Hong Kong, Bangkok, Siam; 
Karachi, India; Basra, Persia; Al- 
exandria, Egypt; Bracciano, Italy, 
‘and London. 

Meanwhile new developments are 
being announced daily. United Air- 
lines recently began testing its 
Douglas DC-4 from San Francisco 
to New York, a plane representing 
total investment of $1,500,000 and 
four years’ design and construction. 
It is the world’s largest.Jand plane. 

Another new development is high 
altitude flying in the hope that. to- 
morrow’s planes may fiy through 
the upper air equipped with special 
pressure cabins.

‘Blue Bell’’ Telephone Symbol Has 
Been Familiar to Public 50 Years 


With a rough design, hastily 
drawn on a scratch-pad fifty years 
azo, began the evolution of one of 
the world’s best known business 
symbols—the Bel! Telephone Sys- 
tem’s “Blue Beil.” 

The emblem is now used in the ad- 
vertisements of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company and 
its Associated Companies, on the 
telephone cars and trucks which one 
secs along the rcad, on envelopes 
and other printed matter, on the 
ever-present public telephone sign 
and, in modified form, on the blue 
and white flags which float above 
hundreds of Bell Sysiem buildings. 

The Blue Bell was designed to 
meet a need which arose in 1888. 
Commercial telephone exchange ser- 
vice was just a decade old that year. 
Local service was a well established 
fact. Demands for long distance ser- 
vicg were beginning to be met. Lines 
had been built from Boston to New 


yeneral Superintendent of the 
American Telephone and Telezraph 
Company, which had bkcen orgun- 
ized three years before fcr the pur- 
pose of undertaking the develop- 
ment of long distance scrviee. 

The emblem was submitted fo B 
vo. Hall, then General Manager of the 
American Telephone end Telegraph 
Company, and was approved by him 
by the following notation: “Standard 
Bell. Approved 1/5/8Y. Use no otner 
form. Edward J. Hall, Genl. Mgr.” 
The original. bearing tbis inscrip- 
tion, is now in the American Tele- 
phone Historical Library, New York. 

By the early ’Nincties, the use of 
the metallic circuits and other de- 
velopments had progressed to the 
point that many of the telephones 
installed primarily for local service 
were suitable also for long distance 
purposes, and it was no longer nec- 
essary to give particular emphasis 
to public telephones which could 
provide the latter type of service.

York and from New York to Phila- 
delphia. Work was under way or 
contemplated on routes southward 
to Washington and westward to 
Buffalo. 

The development of the metallic 
circuit and of improved instru- 
ments, especially designed for long- 
hatil transmission, hed made these 
extensions possible. But not all tele- 
phones could be used on these early 
long distance lines. Instruments 
which were adequate for local ser- 
vice were not satisfactory for long 
distance transmission. 

Pay stations equipped with special 
long distance telephones and con- 
nected to metallic circuits were es- 
tablished. To these one had to go if 
he. wanted to use the long distance 
service and did not have a long dis- 
tance telephone of his own. ° 

It was in order to call the atten- 
tion of the public to these special 
“long distance” teleph@nes that the 
Blue Bell was created. It was de- 
signed by Angus S. Hibbard, then 
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The inscription on the Blue Beil 
was accordingly changed to read 
“Local and Long. Distance Tele- 
phone.’ As in the original design, 
the bell was enclosed in a rectangu- 
lar border It seems to have retained 
this form until well into the first 
decade of the present century. 
After a period of experimentation, 
the emblem in circular form was 
adopted for use in the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company’s 
advertisements in magazines of na- 
tional circulation, the first ef which. 
appeared in June, 1508. In the next,

See Hope for League Rebirth Under New Russ-British Pact 
by Joseph W. La Bine ;

INTERNATIONAL: 
Rebirth? 


Once the white hope of world 
peace, Geneva’s League of Nations 
buildings are today what one corre- 
spondent calls ‘ta stately mausole- 
um haunted by the ghosts of braver 
men.’ In its heyday the League stood 
for collective security, later watch- 
ing Japan, Italy and Germany drift 
away without enforcing the cove- 
nant’s spirit because such action 
might ‘‘divide Europe into ideologi- 
cal blocs.’’ 

Chief reason for League doldrums 
is its management. A carbon copy 
of Great Britain’s current appease- 
ment cabinet is Secretary-General 
Joseph A. C. Avenol, who in recent 
years has filed the machinery of 
collective security under lock and 
key. 

Black marks on the League’s rec- 
ord include Manchuria, Ethiopia, 
Spain and China. Each succumbed 
amid ineffectual, insincere League 
sanctions which were enforced 
against aggressor nations only if in- 
dividual signatories found it ‘‘con- 
venient.” By this spring Mr. Ave- 
nol’s back-tracking generalship 
reached a new low. When Albania 
protested its seizure by Italy, the 
secretary ‘‘forgot’’ to circulate its

SOS among signatories. There was 
no reprimand, and at its May meet- 
ing Mr. Avenol prevented Russia’s 
ambassador to Great Britain, Ivan 
Maisky, from reading a letter of 
protest against Czecho-Slovakia’s 
seizure. At the same time he got 
the council to postpone any discus- 
sion of Albania until next Septem- 
ber. 

However, even as the League 
grows more decadent under Avenol 
leadership, hope rises for a rebirth 
of its collaboration machinery. Nev- 
er a word-mincer, Soviet Russia has 
enough dislike for powder-puff di- 
plomacy to force Britain and France 
—the League’s other two leaders— 
into rejuvenating Geneva’s halls un. 
der the new British-French-Russian 
mutual aid pact. First hopeful sign 
is the new treaty’s goal of preserv- 
ing European peace. Second sign: 
It has been communicated to the 
League and will possibly operate un- 
der the League covenant. But a 
prerequisite to any such rebirth 
would be the retirement of Mr.’ Ave- 
nol, whose job rests secure so long 
as the Chamberlain-Halifax-Hoare- 
Simon quartet rules Britain. 


BUSINESS: 
Middleman 


Favorite butt of pro-chain store 
and pro-co-operative movements has 
been the wholesaler, who in popular 
notion is excess baggage in the U. S. 
distribution system. If the middle- 


ra er cee 
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man could be eliminated, many be- 
lieve, a bar of soap or pound of cof- 
fee would cost J om Public substan- 
tially less. 

To test this ianey: New York’s 
Twentieth Century Fund broke down 
the $38,500,000,000 which U. S. con- 
sumers paid in distribution costs for 
their merchandise during the peak 
year in 1929. Individual figures and 
percentages of the distribution cost: 


Wholesalers .. (18%) $ 7,000,000,000 
Retailers ...... (33%) 12,600,000,000 
Manufacturers (24%) 9,100,000,000 
Transportation (23%) 8,800,000,000 
Miscellaneous ( 2%) 1,000,000,000 


Basic conclusions were that whole- 
salers did not earn excessive profits 
in 1929 (groceries, 1.3 per cent; con- 
fectioneries, 2.2 per cent; dry goods, 
2.7 per cent), and that they remain 
an essential link in the distribution 
machine. 


SCIENCE: 
Probing Atlanta 


Long before the Revolutionary 
war St. James was a thriving capi- 
tal of St. Kitts island, sometimes 
called Nevis, located in the Lesser 
Antilles southeast of Puerto Rico. 
In 1680 an earthquake dropped St. 
Kitts and its St. James 300 feet be- 
low the sea. This summer an ex- 
pedition led by Detroit’s Capt. Rob- 
ert Hall plans to walk along St. 
James’ submerged streets in one of 
science’s most unusual expeditions. 
Connected with the surface only by a 
small telephone wire, divers will 
wear new helium-equipped suits 
which need no lifeline to compressed 
air machines on deck. Last year 
Captain Hall made similar experi- 
ments in the Lesser Antilles, exam- 


_ining submerged shipwrecks in crys- 


tal-clear tropical waters. 


DOMESTIC: 


Un-Americanism 

To freedom-loving but undemon- 
strative U. S. patriots, the trouble 
with anti-Communist organizations 
is that they are pro-Fascist. Con- 
versely, anti-Fascist groups (like the 
American League for Peace and 
Democracy) are more interested in 
promoting Communism than fight- 
ing Fascism. 


When he began investigating un- 
Americanism last year, Texas’ sin- 
cere Rep. Martin Dies won deserved 
criticism for letting his committee 
listen indiscriminately to anyone 
with an ax to grind. But thanks 
to Martin Dies the U. S. has become 
acutely aware of ‘‘isms’’ pounding 
on its doors. 

Biggest threat, inspired by Italo- 
German success and fostered by de- 
pression-made malcontents, are the 
U. S. Fascists. This spring Fas- 
cism reared its head when Mr. Dies 
revealed a strong anti-Jewish move- 
ment led by Maj. Gen. George Van 
Horn Moseley retired anti-New

Blandly admitting his anti- 
Semitic sentiments, General Mose- 
ley has promised shocking r®évela- 
tions concerning Jews in high places 
before the summer is over. 


Greatest handicap to an impartial 
investigation of un-Americanism is 
the very stumbling block Mr. Dies 
encountered last autumn, namely, 
ax-grinding. Best example, though 
in this case probably popular with 
Mr. Dies, was the arrest of Fritz 
Kuhn, ‘‘Fuehrer” of the violently 
Nazi - German - American Bund, 
charged with grand larceny and 
forgery in shortages of $15,000 from 
Bund funds. Overlooking the fact 
that Kuhn participated in Hitler’s 
Munich putsch in 1923, has: or- 
ganized 94 active Bund branches 
and has done nothing to merit con- 
fidence of the U. S., critics looked 
suspiciously (though probably un- 
fairly) at the two men responsible 
for his arrest. New York’s Mayor 


Fiorella LaGuardia might have re-

alized his many Jewish constituents 
would relish any anti-Nazi move.

Said Mr. Dewey: ‘“‘The indictment 
shows Kuhn is just a common 
thief.’”, Answered Fuehrer Kuhn:

LABOR: 


Borrowed Leaf 


In 1903 a Danbury, Conn., hatmak- 
ing firm sued United Hatters of 
America for instituting a nation- 
wide boycott when denied a closed 
shop. After the U. S. Supreme court 
ruled the boycott was a restraint of 
trade under the Sherman act, a 
$74,000 verdict was awarded against 
the union, was trebled (as provided 
by the Clayton act), 
dropped when a deputy marshal 
found 10 years later that he could 
collect nothing from the 197 laborite 
defendants. 


Last April 3 a federal court jury 
awarded Philadelphia’s Apex Ho- 
siery mills a $711,932 judgment 
against C. I. O.’s American Federa- 
tion of Hosiery Workers for dam- 
ages suffered in a 48-day sitdown 
strike during 1937. 


Even as this case was being ap- 
pealed, Republic Steel corporation 
borrowed a leaf from hatters and 
hosiery makers to enter the latest 
in a series of cross suits growing 
out of the ‘‘Little Steel’’ strike in 


| 1937. As if to answer one suit, 


which demands $2,500,000 in back 
wages and damages from Republic, 
Tom Girdler’s company retaliated 
by demanding $2,500,000 damages, 
costs and attorneys’ fees. Trebled

CHILE: 


Next? 


If the U. S. wants solidarity 
among Pan-American nations, she 
must-pay for it. Such is the view 
of South and Central American coun- 
tries who could get all the trade con- 
cessions they want from bartering 
Italy and Germany if Washington 
did not play ball. Last November, 
Cuba’s Dictator Fulgencio Batista 
visited President Roosevelt. A few 
days later handsome concessions 
were announced. This spring Bra- 
zil’s Foreign Minister Oswaldo 
Arahna came a-visiting, also win- 
ning concessions. Next came Nica- 
ragua’s President-Dictator Anasta- 
sio Somoza, who went away with 
$2,000,000 in credits. A few days 
later from far-away Santiago came 
the announcement that a Chilean 
economic commission will visit 
Washington in July seeking a loan 
and commercial credits. Far from 
being gifts, however, U. S. finan- 
cial arrangements with Pan-Ameri- 
can nations decrease American de- 
pendency on European and Asiatic 
nations and’ often provide new out- 
lets for domestic surpluses. 


MISSOURI: ; 
Nephew Jim 

Stone walls do not always make 
a prison. The walls of Alcatraz and 
Terminal island which have held Al 
Capone seven years did not stop his 
syndicate from ruling Chicago’s un- 
derworld. Nor will the 15-month 
sentence at Leavenworth facing 
Kansas City’s ‘‘Boss’’ Tom Pender- 
gast keep that hearty away from 
Missouri politics. Convicted for 
evading federal income taxes, Tom 
Pendergast finds himself back where 
he started the day he inherited Kan- 
sas City’s political machine from 


Brother Jim Pendergast. Today-an-. 


other Jim Pendergast—old Jim’s 
son—is running the show while his 
prison.

Looking ahead, Missouri politi- 
cians find that 1940 brings elections 
for a governor to succeed Lloyd C. 
Stark (who, like all Missouri gov- 
ernors, cannot be re-elected), a sen- 


ator for the post now held by Pen- 
dergast-supported Harry S. Truman, 
13 congressmen and a full slate of 
state officials. 

On good behavior Tom Pen- 
dergast will be out of prison in 12 
months, in time to plan defeat for 
Governor Stark should he seek Sen- 
ator Truman’s post in the August 
primaries. Reason for vengeance: 
The governor was a Pendergast pro- 
tege who turned on his sponsor after 
he learned about an alleged $440,000 
payoff in Missouri’s fire insurance 
rate compromise. 

Though he looks like the old man, 
Nephew Jim Pendergast is not so 
astute as his tutor and can only be 
trusted to hold the machine together 
until next year. Last time he ran 
an election, when Uncle Tom was 
ill in New York during the 1936 
vote, Jim won sweeping victories 
throughout Missouri. But 256 elec- 
tion officials were convicted in the 
government’s sensational vote fraud 
investigation which followed. 


GERMANY: 
Ole Man River 


Prussian army men are notorious: 
ly scrupulous about detail and lax 
about fundamental principles. In 
1914 they made certain that’ every 
soldier’s equipment was precise, yet 
overlooked@Prench stubbornness. In 
1938 they built amazingly perfect 
fortifications along the Rhine river, 
yet forgot that every 10 to 15 years 
the stream is subject to abnormal 
floods. Result: Unexpectedly one 
night a few days after Adolf Hitler 
visited the Limes lines, German sol- 
diers fled their fortifications in the 
face of rising flood waters. A few 


days later news leaked out that a

great stock of ammunition was lost: 
and that the forts must be eenrey 
rebuilt. 

More fortunate were Frenchmen 
on the Rhine’s other bank, who dis- 
covered their fortress engineers had 
anticipated the seven-foot rise. . 

Results of the inundation: (1) Ger- 
many will probably be stalemated 
against aggression until next fall, 
knowing the world knows of her vi- 
tal weakness along the Rhine; (2) 
France began pondering how to pro- 
duce artificial floods in the Rhine, 
paralyzing the Reich’s first line of 
defense in case of war.
